ALASKAN RUG IN
DRESDEN MUSEUM

Side by Side With Works of
Antiquity Indian Art Is Con-
sidered Masterpiece.

By Unlveraal Service.

BERLIN, April 28.—A chief’'s rug
made by the Chilkat Indians of
Northern Alaska, recently acquired
from America by the Ethnologicnl
Museum of Dresden, I8 pronounced
by German authorities as a master-
piece of the weaver's art, worthy of
being placed side by side with the
famous textiles of antiqulity.

This rug {8 made of the fine white
wool of the mountain goat idigenous
to that region; this wool 18 rolled by
hand into a strong thread and bril-
liantly colored by vegetahle dyes,
the secret of which is known only

to the Indians.
The pattern is almost Persiun in
character, displaving the conven-

tional heraldie treatment of men and
animals, and over the entire surface
i# strewn an eye motive, Intended
either as a symbol of vigilance or
a tallsman against demons and evil
spirits,

These primitive weavers displayed
the greatest syinmetry and plasticity
in their workmanship, which con-
firms the curlous ethnological fact
that textile art has always flour-
ished among peoples and tribes
whose cultural niveau Is very low.

Asgide from its artistic value this
rug is a genulne antique, at least
four centuries old, and as this par-
ticular weave disappeacrsd from the
world market several decades ago,
Dresden is congratulating herself on
the acqulisition of a piece, of which
only two other musgeums in Europe
possess a duplicate.

Nansemond, Richin
History, Also Beats
World for Peanuts

James Keating, research expert,
214 MeGlll Bullding, Washington
has gathered the following Interest-
ing facts us to the early history of
Nansemond county, Va., and the
present importance of BSuffolk, its
county seat:

The first mention of the name
Nansemond {8 found In Smith's
History of Virginia. L

In the summer of 1608 Capt.
John Smith with twelve compan.
lons came up the river called Nan-
semond after a tribe of Indians of
that name. Smith and his men
were attacked In the nelghborhood
of an jsland now called *“Dump-
lIing" Island.

The main settlement of the Nan-
semond tribe was near the mouth
of Western Branéh, and the island
opposite was used as a place for
storing corn. The Nansemond
tribe numbered 800 awarriors, and
thelr canoes fllled with (fighting
men suddenly appeared and sur.
rounded the little craft that held
Smith's exploring party. At the
first volley of musketry the In.
dians leaped overboard and swam
to wshore. S8mith promptly cap-
tured the canoes and was in the
act of destroying them when the
Indlane from the bank made algns
of surrender. They were glad to
purchase peace at the cost of “400
baskets of full corne,’' which sup-
ply helped to relleve the hungry
colony at Jamestown,

The Handbook of North Amerl-
can Indiana, s the authority for
the following: ‘“‘Nansemond" (from
Nansemond) “one goes to fish;" or
one (who goes to fish or fishing);
possaibly originally a personal name.
An Important tribe of the Powhat.

within the present Nansemond and
Norfolk Countlies, Virginia. Their

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Potato’ Spraying Makes
40, P. C. Gain in Yield

The year's first results in yield of

the modern method of disease treat-
ment, were reported from Unlon
County, Pa., recently and showed en
increase of 40 per cent In favor of
spraying. Representatives of the
Pennsylvania State College, in check-
ing up this production of early potu-
toes, say that it may indicate the Aif-
ference In yleld for the late crop,
and emphasize the imnortance of
spraying constantly from the very
beginning of the season,

This year has already been shown
to be below the average for Penn-
sylvania potatoes, and with the price
row ot $2 a bushel and sure to nd-
vance by fall, those growers who
have been taking steps to control
the disease will have the greater
percentage of yleld and profit. The
State average last year for aprayed
potatoes wnans thirty-three per cent
more than for unghrayed, or seventy-
four bushels per acre. Indieations
are that this will be increased this
year., Conditions fuvorable :o blight
have been marked in some®sections
of the State already, and danger of
it Is not past by any means. “‘Keep
tho spray golng to the very =nd of
the season,” is the advica from the
Penn State specialists,
